New York, Jan. 1. — Disabled 
veterans in BostcK, Cleveland, 
cinnati, Baltimore, Milwaukee, 
troit, Columbus, O., San Francisco, 
Denver, New Orleans and Minnea- 
polis, handicapped for life and unable 
to more than barely live on the 
government allowance of $80 a 
month during their vocational train- 
ing, have written to the headquarters 
of the Carry on Association here re- 
questing the establishment of Carry 
On Clubs in the cities named. 

According to the projectors of the 
association which provides the 
wounded soldier with a good home, 
nourishing food, laundry, dental and 
medical care, transportation and an 
allowance for clothes, all for $10 a 
week, a dependent ex-fighter is thus 
left with money enought to keep up 
his war risk insurance and have some 
amusement beside. Since last April 
when the first experimental club was 
opened in New York at 38th street 
and Madison avenue, accommodating 
forty men and ten extra for meals, 
its work is said to have shown great 
possibilities. <The organization open- 
ed another New York club on Christ- 
mas Day and the week previously 
one with capacity for 150 men was 
opened in Washington. 

The enterprise is said to have 
the approval of the American Legion 
which is reported raising $50,000 in 
New Orleans for a "Cany On Club" 
there. Denver, with 3,000 arrested 
tubercular cases, is also reported to 
be preparing for a club drive. Al- 
together there are between 230,000 
and 260,000 disabled ex-service men 
in the United States. 

The "boys" in the Carry On Club- 
houses do much of the housework 
and enforce their own regulations. A 
big sunny living room filled with .-*x- 
soldiers playing, reading and chat- 
ting or singing to the accompaniment 
of a phonograph or piano is the 
chief feature of t h e institution. One 
young ex-fighter said he gained 31 
pounds in 30 days as a result of the 
good food and care he had received. 
The first club was formed, it was 
said, because it was shown by care- 
fully compiled statistics that while 
an invalid young man might be able 
to live on $80 a month in many parts 
of the country it was impossible to 
do so in a large city.

No Loss From Booze Tax

Louisville, Jan. 1 — Loss of rev- 
enue from whisky, beer and wines 
will not decrease the revenue of 
Kentucky for 1920, according to 
the State Tax Commission. The 
commission's annual report stat 
ed that normal increase in proper 
ty values and in growing indus 
tries will offset the loss in taxes 
on liquor. The revenue for Ken- 
tucky for 1920 without any 
change in the tax system, was es 
timated at $12,200,000. whereas 
in 1918 it wa s $10,459,000 and in 
1919, $12,324,690. -

The shadows have fallen across 
the old Kentucky home, and all 
who loved her so dearly -are 
bowed with grief in the passing of 
Louise. Covington Haynes, wife of 
Mr. H. Hasbrouck Haynes, which 
occurred at the Michael Rees 
Hospital, Chicago, on Tuesday, 
December 30, 1919. So wholly 
unexpected was the blow, that 
even when the message came by 
telegram, her family and friends 
were unable to grasp the meaning 
which it was meant to convey. 
Her beautiful young life was sac- 
rificed upon the altar of mother- 
hood and the little son, for whom 
she gave her life, survives. 

She was born at the family 
homestead, Maple Lawn, on May 
24th, 1885, — the second daughter 
of her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Milton C. Covington. 

She grew into womanhood ra- 
diant in beauty, brilliant in mind 
and attainments, and gracious 
and graceful in all that she did.

For a 
number of years she has been a 
member of the patriotic societies 
of her country to which she was 
entitled through her colonial and 
pioneer ancestry. 

She delighted in christian deeds 
and through the church of which 
she was a communicant she serv- 
ed her Master. As she had so 
freely received in all the gifts 
with which she had been so gen- 
erously endowed, she as freely 
gave. / 

And so it has come about, that 
before we felt the sun had begun 
to reach its zenith, this lovely 
spirit has learned the lessons of 
this life, and has pushed aside the 
curtain and stepped over into the 
broader, nobler, finer life which 
our Father has prepared for those 
who love Him. 

Nothing was left undone, — the 
Christmas messages had been 
sent to friends ; final words to 
her family had been written, and 
-without fear or warning, she was 
not, 1 — for God took her. 

She is survived by her husband 
and a little daughter, Louise, 
whom she adored, and the infant 
son. To these and to her devot- 
ed parents, Mr. and Mrs. Coving- 
ton, and the three sisters, Misses 
Elizabeth, Mary and Josephine 
Covington, the sincere sympathy 
of a host of friends is extended.

"About all that I have. I owe to 
my banker. He has been the 
means of my getting ahead al- 
most from the beginning." 

Sixteen years, ago the speaker,. 
R. C. Shoup, then working as a 
farm hand in Grundy county, 
Iowa, had to ask a storekeeper to 
give him credit for a pair oi 
boots. In March, 1919, he moved 
on to a $14,000 farm in that coun- 
ty. On it he has made a cash 
payment of $14,000, in addition to 
which his farm capital irvenkories 
'another $14,000. 

During all this time the humble 
lead pencil has been one of the 
most important tools on his farm. 
When you ask for credit you 
must show your banker exactly 
how your affairs stand, so Mr. 
Shoup kept a close record of ev- 
ery transaction. 

All has notbeen smooth sailing 
for this one-time farm hand, 
writes Harry R. O'Brien, in the 
December 27th issue of the Coun- 
try Gentleman. During his first 
two years as a renter his crops 
were destroyed by floods, and the 
persistence with which he kept 
plugging away makes it seem 
that perhaps he is too modest in 
giving so much credit for his suc- 
cess to his banker. In his business 
of feeding cattle and hogs, Mr. 
Shoup is known as an exception- 
ally good judge of livestock. 

"I have always used credit for 
my capital." he said. "If I need 
money for a short time, say sixty 
days, to buy feeders, I borrow. 
When I am through, I return it. 
If I used niy own it might be idle 
a while until I could reinvest it."
